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We will nun- call your attention to and invite your approval of Bach 
changes anil improvements which our Board has inaugurated and 
which we proudly refer to as likely to be fully appreciated by all 
reflecting minds. 

It is tin" duty of the Board of Administrators to appoint annually a 
corps of resident students for two years, who, in consideration or the 
incalculable advantages of their position and freedom of expense for 
board or lodging, are required to regularly attend the visiting physi- 
cians in their daily rounds, to write prescriptions, attend to the exhibi- 
tion of medicines, supervise tin- nurses, watch the patients and 
carefully follow out all instructions of the attending physicians to the 
minutes! details. 

Such afield for classical instruction and practical observation in at! 
the details of the kno.-.ledge necessary to forming the accomplished 
physician or surgeon, are not surpassed in our country. Aware of the 
Importance of trusting these opportunities to intelligent and apprecia- 
tive students, our Board has decided that applicants are only to be 
appointed after one year's study in medicine, and after having submit- 
ted to a careful competitive examination, proving themselves worthy of 
the position. 

Knowing the innate principle of human application to require coti- 
-ii ni stimulation, and renewed incentives: to further exertion, the 
I has deel led that after the completion of the jirxt year's 
service to prove ther en no flagging Id study and industry, to 

aue for a second year, the student is required to pass in a satis- 
factory manaer a second competitive examination graded to test the 
applicant's knowledge after one year of hospital training, consequently 
proportionately more rigid than the first. 

Not satisfied with the two previous examinations and as a still further 
emulation to greater application, the board awards a diploma and gold 
medal to he competed for in the following manner: 

The diploma to be given only to those students who after a two years' 
course in the hospital, shall prove by a third examination that they 
have profited by their advantages, and the " is the prize 

offered to tin? student who acquits himself in the mosi creditable man- 
ner at this final examination. The medal also entitles the possessor to 
a tMrd year in the hospital, free of expense, should he choose to 
remain. 

Our Board can but believe thai the above course will in u few years 
greatly elevate the standard of medical education and measurably 
improve the standing of ali future graduates or our institution.

hospital. As it is, the capacity of the hospital in a hygienic point of 
view, is too restricted, we being compelled to overcrowd the wt 
with extra beds, ami frequently, even to put pallets on the Bo 
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Other States swell this list by sending us their own paupers (If they 
may be bo called) ostensibly to receive medical attendance, but, in 
reality, to rid themselves of the expense of keeping tliem. 
We should be protected bj special legislation from snob impositioa.
